The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the stent 
having a longitudinal axis and a plurality of cells with the first and second adjacent 
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longitudinal rows of cells being non-symmetrical and the cells of the first row sharing a 
strut with the cells of the second row was found to be novel. The first row of cells has 
exactly 12 bends in the expanded form. The prior art did teach cells with exactly 12 
bends, but failed to teach adjacent rows having different numbers of bends and 
nonsymmetrical cells.
